In passing what has been called 
a “self-denying ordinance,” the 
House acted in the face of a drive 
by veterans’ organizations which re- 
sulted in a deluge of letters and 
telegrams opposing the measure. 

If enacted into law, the bill “to 
maintain the credit of the United 
States,” as the official title has it, is 
expected to result in an annual sav- 
ing of about half a billion dollars, 
most of which would come from 
veterans’ benefits. It is the second 
item in the President’s emergency 
program, the first having been the 
act of last Thursday, which gave 
him sweeping powers over the 
banking system. 

All the 13 Missourians in the 
House voted for the measure except 
Cannon, who voted no, and Shannon, 
who voted “present.” 

Plans for binding the Democrats 
in a party caucus went awry. At 
the caucus this morning, Browning 
of Tennessee offered an amendment 
forbidding the President to elim- 
inate any war allowance or pension, 
or to reduce it by more than 25 per 
cent.

New Moratorium Law Lets 
Executive Prohibit the 


Paying Out of Funds or 
Regulate Amounts.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 11.— 
With the signature of Gov. Park 
late tonight, the Missouri bank- 
ing moratorium bill, clothing the 
Governor and the Finance Commis- 
sioner with ‘unprecedented plenary 
control over state banks and trust 
companies became a law. 

In any emergency before the ex- 


piration of the law in February, 
1935, the Governor may prohibit 
any and all state banks from pay- 
ing out any funds, or may regu- 
late the amounts which they may 
pay. 

The effect of the law is to make 
legal (that is, if the law is eventu- 
ally upheld by the courts) in the 
future, action such as the extra- 
iegal order for the closing of a 
state bank issued by the Governor 
last Saturday. 

Although there was no opposition 
in either the Senate or the House 
to the enactment of the law, some 
Senators and Representatives voted 
for it with a doubt of its constitu- 
tionality, and with doubt as to the 
advisability of the granting of such 
arbitrary and far-reaching power to 
any official. Without question it is 
the most extensive authority ever 
conferred on a Governor of Mis- 
souri. 

Under the provisions of the act, 
the.Governor or the Finance Com- 
mission, with the approval of the 
Governor, may “whenever in his or 
their judgment the circumstances 
warrant”: 

Restrict or prohibit any or all 
banks from withdrawing assets 
or paying checks on deposits. 

Extend the period for payment 
of time deposits when previous 
notice of intended withdrawal

SWEEPING POWERS 
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Group Agrees to Ask Con- 
gress to Confer Authority 
to Control Output and 
Increase Prices. 


PLAN PRESENTED 
TO PRESIDENT 


Proposal Includes Leasing 
Land and Regulation of 
Marketing and Processing 
of Products. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 11—Farm 
organization leaders today agreed 
to ask Congress to confer sweeping 
powers on Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace to control farm production 
and increase prices. 

The leaders presented their pro- 
posal to President Roosevelt. They 
said they expected a reply early 
next week. Wallace, they said, had 
indicated his willingness to accept 
the responsibility of the program. 

The leaders recommended that 
Wallace be given authority to select 
a relief plan, using in whole or in 
part many proposals made in years 
past, or, if he desires, to work out 
an entirely new approach to a solu- 
‘tion. 


What Plan Proposes. 

The plan, announced after the 
visit to the White House, proposed 
that Congress confer these emerg- 
ency powers on the President and 
the Secretary of Agriculture. 

Authority to lease agricultural 
land and to enter into contract- 
ural agreements for the control 
of Agricultural production. 

To regulate and supervise the 
marketing and processing of ag- 
ricultural and competing prod- 
ucts in domestic and foreign com- 
merce. 

To take such action and to 
make such settlements as are 
necessary in order to acquire full 
legal title to all cotton or other 
farm commodities on which the 
Government has made loans or 
advances, on such terms as may 
seem fair and just, and to ex- 
change such cotton or other prod- 
ucts with growers for acreage re- 
duction. 

To levy such charges on agri- 
cultural products or products 
manufactured from them as 
seems necessary to accomplish 
the purpose of the act. 

Drafting of Bill Begun. 

Drafting of a bill was begun at 
once by the Department: of Agricul- 
ture. The farm leaders specifically 
recommended that “the powers 
granted to the President under this 
act shall continue for such a period 
as in the judgment of the President 
the emergency continues. 

“It shall be the purpose of this 
legislation,” a statement by the 
farm group said, “to establish the 


_ principle of parity of prices between 


agricultural and industrial com- 
modities on the basis of their pre- 
war relationship and to approach 
this parity of prices by stages at as 
rapid a rate as seems feasible in 
the circumstances.” 

Commodities for which the group 
suggested application of the pro- 
gtam were wheat, cotton, corn, 
hogs, cattle, sheep, rice, tobacco, 
milk and its products. 

Ronald Heads Group. 

_W. R. Ronald, Mitchell, South 
Dakota, newspaper publisher, a 
supporter of the original domestic 
allotment plan, was chairman of the 
farm leaders’ group. Other mem- 
bers of the committee included U. 
B. Blalock, Raleigh, N. C., president 
of the American Cotton Co-opera- 
tive; C. W. Holman of Washington, 
representing the National Co-opera- 
tive Producers’ Federation; 
Edward A. O’Neal, president of the 
American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion; Representative Lambertson 
(Rep.), Kan., representing the 
Farmers’ Union, and Charles A. 
Ewing, Decatur, Ill., representing 
the National Livestock Producers’ 
Association. 

Ronald said the proposed grant of 
power would not be “dictatorial”; 
that leaders regarded it as impossi- 
ble to recommend a specific plan of 
relief due to unsettled business and 
financial conditions. 

The farm leaders, who were 
called into conference beginning 
yesterday by Wallace had found 
that they were unable to agree ex- 
cept in principle on a plan of relief. 
Several suggestions were brought 
forward which some members of 
the conference asserted the Presi- 
dent would not approve. It was 
then decided that the views of the 
President would be sought in an 
effort to guide the conference so 
that limitations could be set for the 
various plans under discussion.

arbitration board unanimously 
voted to donate to the Red Cross 
and the Salvation Army a daily 
allotment of 12,200 quarts of milk. 

This action should insure ade- 
quate milk supplies until the local 
distributors adjust themselves to 
serve their customers. 


Marines and American Legion- 
naires joined forces with police in 
maintaining order. Many persons 
abandoned their homes. 

Long Beach, which was hardest 
hit, counted 70 dead, 60 of the 
bodies identified, and there prob- 
ably were other bodies in the ruins. 
D. W. Pontius member of Gov. 
Rolph’s Emergency Relief Com- 
mittee, estimated the damage there 
at $25,000,000. 

Compton reported 17 dead, 20 in- 
jured and heavy property damage. 

Officers said 10 per cent of the 
population of 12,300 in Compton was 
under the care of the Red Cross 
and 99 per cent of the town’s busi- 
ness property was in ruins. 

The other casualties were scat- 
tered among half a dozen or more 
Los Angeles suburbs. 

Extent of the Quake Zone. 

The shocks were felt from Santa 
Barbara on the, north to the Mexi- 
can border to the south and from 
the sea to the mountains—roughly 
an area 200 miles long and 30 miles 
wide. Death and destruction cen- 
tered in a pyramid with an apex 
in the business district of Los An- 
geles and fanning out to the south 
through the industrial district of 
Southern California. 

Dr. Charles F.. Richter of the Car- 
negie Institution seismological lab- 
oratory at Pasadena said he thought 
the worst of the shocks were over, 
pointing to scientific records of 
hundreds of quakes, which are fol- 
lowed by milder after-shocks. 

Dr. Albert J. Newlin, director of 
Ricard Memorial Observatory at 
Santa Clara University, declared 
the earthquake was “surprisingly 
local in effect, moderate in intens- 
ity, most severe under the ocean 
and attended by an exceptionally 
low death rate.” ' 

The quake, he said, was compar- 
able to the Santa Barbara earth- 
quake of eight years ago, but “not 
quite so severe.” 

“Classifying all quakes into four 
divisions—very light, light, mod- 
erate and severe, this would be 
classified as ‘slightly above moéd- 
erate,’ but in no sense severe,” Dr. 
Newlin said. 

' Dr. Newlin said the earthquake 
was not along the San Andreas 
fault, which passed to the east of 


to} Los Angeles, but was along a small 


fault which dips into the ocean 
west of Los Angeles.

Thousands sought safety in the 
parks of Long Beach. Some of 
these formed lines to receive food 
from social welfare organizations, 
but other sat silent, without appe- 
tite.

Twelve airplanes 
reputedly were chartered to fly to 
the stricken city, but whether they 
succeeded in getting news of miss- 
ing friends or relatives was unde- 
termined. The fog impeded aerial 
traffic for a time. 

A few small mercantile stands 
did a thriving business, but none 
of the larger store buildings 
opened. 

The cry of “tidal wave” caused 
about 2000 Long Beach residents 
to flee. to higher ground last night, 
but most of them returned to their 
Places by the sea. There was little 
to return to, however, in a large 
part of the city. The new $700,0u0 
postoffice, now under construction, 
was badly cracked. Churches and 
schools were crumbled and broken. 

Damage in Los 

Los Angeles, as well as Compton 
and Huntington Park, suffered ex- 
tensive damage to buildings. The 
27-story Los Angeles City Hall, its 
plaster cracked in many places, was 
closed to visitors by order of 
Mayor John C. Porter, who said 
his action did not mean the build- 
ing was unsafe but that it was de- 
sirable to prevent crowds from g0- 
ing to the tower. 

Architects said the building ap- 
parently had proved its ability to 
resist such shocks. 

Los Angeles witnessed the crum- 
bling of many brick walls, the col- 
lapse of old buildings. 

Property damage was enormous. 
Smaller buildings were unable to 
withstand the shock, and in many 
cases were reduced to piles of brick 
and cement. 

The sturdier buildings were 
cracked, but did not fall.

Heavy Loss in Compton. 

In Compton, property damage 
was heavy and 10 per cent of the 
population of 12,300 was under the 
care of the Red Cross. 

Officials estimated that 99 per 
cent of the town’s business property 
was ruined. Most of the popula- 
tion had abandoned its homes, al- 
though damage in the residential 
sections was relatively small. The 
refugees were living in the public 
square and other vacant places, but 
were being well cared for by relief 
agencies. 

The town was strictly policed, 
with aid of Marines from the battle 
fleet at San Pedro, and there has 
been no looting. 

Most of the victims at Compton 
were caught in the Stockwell build- 
ing, a two-story brick structure, 
largely housing dental and medical 
offices and a contbination market 
on the first floor. Several of those 
killed were shopping in the market. 

Eighty-five thousand gallons of 
gasoline from a burst storage tank 
flowed down the gutters, but 
prompt work by Fire Chief Ed 
Dowd prevented a fire. 

Dr. IL W. Lynn, a physician, 
whose office in the Stockwell build- 
ing was destroyed, reported that all 
of his instruments and equipment 
was hurled into the street, but 
passersby collected them and left 
them in a‘neat pile, enabling him 
to join immediately in attending to 
the injured.

The grand total vote of 195,149 
was 50.7 per cent of the registra- 
tion, which was 384,269. Of the 
grand total, the Democrats cast 
63.5 per cent. 

As compared with the Demo- 
cratic total vote of 123,989, the 
records of past April elections, not 
primaries, show that Mayor Miller 
was elected with 120,352 votes in 
1921, and re-elected with 108,696 
votes in 1925. The highest vote 
polled by Mayor Kiel was 104,389 
in 1921; before that year, women 
did not vote in city elections. This 
year’s registration for the primary 
was greater by 35,318 than the 
registration for the 1929 mayoralty 
primary. 

Quite naturally, Dickmann and 
the Democrats dwelt on the fav- 
orable aspect of these figures, in 
their discussion yesterday of elec- 
tion prospects, and Neun and the 
Republicans sought to discount 
them. 

“The excess of Democratic 
votes,” Dickmann said, “is an em- 
phatic rebuke to the machine 
which has run rough-shod over our 
city for so many years. I am 
confident that, in my campaign, I 
will be able to satisfy a large ma- 
jority of the voters that now is the 
time for a new deal in city admini- 
stration.” 

Neun said the Democratic ex- 
cess vote resulted naturally from 
the abundance of contests in the 
primary of that party, and the lack 
of important contests in the Re- 
publican ranks. As to himself, 
Neun said, there was no fight in 
the primary, his only opponent 
having filed at the last minute, 
and having been put forward, Neun 
charges, by Democratic — sponsor- 
ship. 

“Loads of Republicans did not 
vote because they knew I was in} 
no danger,” Neun said. “Now that 
there will be a hot party contest, 
the full Republican vote will come 
out. I simply can’t see defeat. I 
expect to win by 40,000 votes — 
about 150,000 to 110,000.” 

Neun’s prediction allows Dick- 
mann fewer votes than the Demo- 
crats polled in the primary. How- 
ever. such a thing happened in 
1929, when Mayor Miller’s vote in 
the election was more than 60,000 
below the total Republican pri- 
mary vote. 

One Independent Candidate. 
At least one independent candi- 
date for Mayor, former Alderman 
Sam L. Wimer, running on a plat- 
form opposed to purchase of street 
car properties, will oppose Dick- 
mann and Neun in the election. 
The Socialist candidate for Mayor, 
to be placed on the ticket by certif- 
ication of the party organization, is 
George E. Duemler, a lawyer, and 
Dr. Eugene M. Adkins will be the 
Socialist candidate for Comptroller. 
An aldermanic slate will be filed by 
the Socialists. 
Dickmann, a real estate dealer 
and president of the Real Estate 
Exchange, is a son of the late Jo 
sepk F.. Dickmann, former Sheriff. 
His brother, Joseph F. Dickmann, 
was elected last fall to the bench 
of the Court of al Correc- 
tion. His campaign has been in the 
making since he led a demand of

In approving the legislation and 
signing the bill, the Governor acted 
on the theory that, in emergencies 
such as the present, there should 
be authority vested in him as the 
chief executive to take immediate 
action to prevent the withdrawal of 
deposits to an extent that would 
cause the permanent closing of 
many banks and consequent heavy 
losses to depositors. 

Park Thinks Law Valid. 

He said he was satisfied of the 
constitutionality of the act. 

“Senator Donnelly passed on its 
constitutionality,” the Governor 
said, “and I accepted his opinion 
without question. He is an able 
lawyer and went exhaustively into 
the law, examining the decisions of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States on the question of the right 
of the State to regulate banks in 
this manner under its police pow- 
er. I am fully satisfied the*State 
is entirely within its powers.” 

“Under the police power,” Sena- 
tor Donnelly said, “the State has 
the right to make any regulations 
which the Legislature shall deem 
necessary for the welfare of so- 
ciety. The exercise of the power 
must be justifiable and in the pub- 
lic interest. 

“The banking business from the 
beginning has been recognized as 
subject to regulation under the po- 
lice power. This is stated in many 
opinions of the courts. In Ruling

Failing to persuade his wife to 
drop divorce proceedings,- Glen 
Arlie Webb, former labor union 
business agent, shot and killed her 
and ended his own life in the of- 
fices of Attorney Harry Faulkner 
at Granite City yesterday. 

Faulkner, who had _ ieft the 
Webbs in quiet conference five 
minutes earlier, heard four shots 


shortly before noon. Rushing into 
the room, the attorney found Mrs. 
Webb, shot three times in the 
back, dead near the door. Webb, 
who fired a bullet into his right 
ear, died before he could be re- 
moved to a hospital. His .32-cal- 
iber pistol lay by his side on the 
floor. . 

Faulkner started divorce pro- 
ceedings last Friday for Mrs. 
Webb, who charged her husband 
with cruelty. About 9 a. m. yes- 
terday Webb appeared at the at- 
torney’s office, 1933 Edison ave- 
nue, and requested a conference 
with his wife, explaining he 
thought he could arrange a recon- 
ciliation. Faulkner instructed him 
to return later. 

Webb returned at 11 a. m., and 
a clerk telephoned Mrs. Webb, who 
lived a short distance away. She 
arrived at the office 30 minutes 
later. Faulkner directed them to 
an unoccupied room in his office 
suite after explaining the purpose 
of the meeting to his client. The 
attorney, who was reading in an 
adjoining office when the _ shots 
were fired, said he heard no loud 
talk. It is thought that Mrs. 
Webb refused her husband's re- 
quest, and turned away to leave 
the room when Webb fired. The 
bullets penetrated her lungs. 

Webb appeared calm during his 
earlier conversation with Faulkner, 
the attorney told police. Mrs. 
Webb, in listing grounds for di- 
vorce, related that her husband 
several months ago threatened her 
life with a pistol, chasing her out 
of the house in her night cloth- 
ing. They were married two years 
ago, and separated last month. 

Webb, 33 years old, was a Gran- 
ite City fire fighter until about 
three years ago, when he resigned 
to become business agent of Build- 
ing Laborers’ Local No. 397 in 
Granite City. Recently he was de- 
feated for re-election as business 
agent, and had worked part time 
on construction jobs. After sep- 
arating from his wife he roomed 
at 1934 Cleveland boulevard. His 
10-year-old daughter by a former 
marriage, which ended in divorce, 
resides in Kansas City. His moth- 
er, Mrs. Cora Webb, lives in Fiat 
River, Mo. 

Mrs. Webb, 31 years old, em- 
ployed as a waitress, lived at 2032 
Edison avenue.

“And it also quoted, with ap- 
proval, from another case: ‘It is 
settled that neither the “contract” 
clause nor the “due process clause” 
has the effect of over-riding the 
power of the State to establish all 
regulations that are reasonably 
necessary to secure the health, safe- 
ty, good order, comfort and general 
welfare, of the community.’

‘These decisions, a few from many

Cosmetic Manufacturer, 79, 
Found Dead in Hotel 
Room With Bullet 
Wound in Head.

perous manufacturer of cosmetics, 
was found dead yesterday in his 
hotel room in Nice, France, with a 
bullet wound in his head. 

Police announced they had found 
letters expressing the intention of 
ending his life because of ill health. 
re- 
covered recently from an attack of 
pneumonia and had made a Euro- 
pean trip in an effort to regain his 
health. 

Word of his death was received 
here yesterday afternoon by his 
son, Charles W. Godefroy, president 
of the manufacturing plant at 
3506A Olive street, where his father 
established his firm when he 
founded it in 1882. The son cabled 
the management of the Nice hotel 
last night to arrange funeral de- 
tails, not yet complete. 

Godefroy, born in France, came to 
this country in 1882 and became an 
American citizen. Shortly after his 
arrival, he was joined by Miss Eliz- 
abeth Date of London, England, 
whom he met in France, and they 
were married. 

Meanwhile his skill as a hair- 
dresser had created for him a pros- 
perous business including as cus- 
tomers members of the social group 
headed by the late Mrs. J. L. D. 
Morrison. As the center of popula- 
tion moved steadily westward 
Godefroy continued at the old 
stand, and also opened a shop in 
Mexico City. 

At the turn of the century the 
Mexico City shop was also thriving 
and 10 years later Godefroy 
moved most of his expert cosmeti- 
cians to the Mexican capital, leav- 
ing the St. Louis plant in charge of 
Charles W. Godefroy, president of 
the manufacturing company. 

Shortly thereafter the St. Louis 
company abandoned its beauty shop 
trade and went exclusively into the 
manufacture of cosmetics, in which 
it enjoys an international trade. 

Of late years the elder Godef- 
roy had retired from active par- 
ticipation in the business and had 
worked at various inventions in 
the field of television. Recently he 
acquired a patent on a non-derail- 
ing device for railroad track curves. 
Mrs. Godefroy died eight years 
ago and since then Godefroy 
has divided his time between the 
home of Charles Godefroy, at 329 
Central avenue, Clayton, and the 
home of another son, Adolf Fer- 
dinand, who is in charge of the 
company’s Mexican interests. He 
also made frequent visits to France, 
stopping usually in Nice.

If President Neun of the Board 
of Aldermen, Republican nominee 
for Mayor, is elected, the Republi- 
cans would have to elect only three 
Aldermen to retain control of the 
Board of Aldermen. If Neun is de- 
feated for Mayor, he will have two 
more years to serve as aldermanic 
president and the Republicans can 
keep control of the board by elect- 
ing only two Aldermen. There are 
12 Republican Aldermen whose 
terms have two years to run. 

Since the board was established 
in 1914 it consisted always of Re- 
publicans until two Democrats 
were chosen for vacancies in last 
November’s landslide. Politicians 
think several of the stronger Re- 
publican aldermanic candidates 
might be elected, including Vice- 
President Kuhs, even if Neun is de- 
feated. In 1929 the Republican al- 
dermanic majorities were about 
37,000, while Mayor Miller defeated 
his Republican opponent by 7114 
votes. 

The one break in the aldermanic 
slate of the majority of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee was the 
Thirteenth Ward nomination, won 
by Q’Teole, who formerly was the 
party Committeeman of the Twenty- 
second Ward. O'Toole did not gain 
the outright indorsement of any of- 
ficial wara group, but six groups 
“left his name open”—meahing they 
expressed no choice between him 
and one or more other candidates. 
These were the men’s precinct or- 
ganizations of«the Twelfth, Four- 
teenth and Sixteenth wards, O’Toole

The machine 
sopport was dividéd between Elder 
and Smith largely. There were 11 
candidates in this race—more than 
for any other office. 

O’Toole is a grandson of Phelim 
Toole, fireman hero of the South- 
ern Hotel fire of 1877. | 

There was some variation in thé 
Democratic organization slates on 
the aldérmanic ticket in the various 
wards. This was reflected to a 
considerable degree by the returns. 

Among the 96 Democrats running 
for the 14 nominations wére five 
who had been nominated for Alder- 
men in 1929. Golden, in the Twenty- 
seventh Ward, was the only one of 
these to win again. were 
only 27 Republicans running for 
Aldermen in the 11 wards having

CALFORNA QUNK 


St. Louis U. Seismologists Say 
Long Beach Lies Over 
“Inglewood Fault.” 


Seeking the cause of the Califor- 
nia earthquake which struek hard- 
est at Long Beach, St. Louis Uni- 
versity seisomologists pointed out 
yesterday that the “Inglewood 
fault,” source of the Inglewood 
earthquake of 1920, runs through 
Long Beach. 

Both the Rev. James B. Macel- 
wane and the Rev. Joseph 8. Joli- 
at of the geophysics department, 
who direct the seismological sta- 
tion, doubted that the great San 
Andreas fault was a factor. Fa- 
ther Mactlwane has made exten- 
sive field studies of the San An- 
Greas fault. It was the source, he 
said, of the historic San Francisco 
earthquake, but of none in Southern 
California since 18537. He empha- 
aized that it lay 40 miles northeast 
of Long Beach and beyond the San 
Gabriel Mountains. 

A fault, he explains, is a rift in 
the earth’s strata, where strain ac- 
cumulates until it is relieved by an 
earthquake. Seismologists, he re- 
marked, had “vaguely expected” an 
earthquake in Southern California, 
since strain accumulating in a net- 
work of known faults had been 


without relief since the Inglewood 
earthquake. 

Father Macelwahe, identifying 
the first shock, recorded here at 
7:59 p. m. Friday (5:50 p. m. Los 
Angeles time), as the major shock, 
characterized the subsequent trem- 
ors as after-shocks, Normally, he 
said, an earthquake was followed 
by after-shocks in gtadually dimin- 
ishing intensity. 

Such were the indications of the 
record made on the St. Louis Uni- 
vérsity seismographs. Tremors fol- 
lowing the major shock were reo- 
orded here as of small intensity at 
9:30, 11:01 and 11:20 p. m. Friday 
and 1:03 and 3:06 a.:m. yesterday, 
with two barely perceptible tremors 
at 16:30 and 10:45 p. m. Friday. Al- 
though tremors continued to be felt 
in Southern Qalifornia, they failed 
to register on the sensitive instru- 
ménts here. |

The 
Inglewood fault cofitinues on the 
northwesterly line and divides into 
two branches a few miles above 
Long Beach. One branch contin-

China, where there are _ sizeable 
colonies of Americans and other 
foreigners, depends on the moves 
made by the Chinese, a War Office 
spokesman declared today. 

The Japanese consider that a new 
situation has developed in China 
with the resignation of Marshal 
Chang Hsiao-Liang as the chief 
war lord of the North to make way 
for Marshal Chiang Kai-shek, the 
Chinese nation’s strongest military 
leader. 

“The key of the future is in the 
hands of Chiang Kai-shek,” the 
Japanese spokesman asserted, “If 
he seriously attempts to recapture 
any portion of Jehol, it means war 
on a national scale, in which event 
there is no reason that Japanese 
operations should be restricted by 
the Great Wall.” 

In conquering Jehol, the Jap- 
anese extended the frontier of the 
territory they dominate to the 
Great Wall, below which lies the 
Peiping-Tientsin area, in which 
there are 3000 Americans, including 
1300 marines and soldiers. 

It was learned at the War Office 
that if the Chinese attempt to gain 
back Jehol the Japanese are pre- 
pared to send additional troops 
from Japan “to Shanhaikwan and 
Tientsin, or anywhere else military 
necessity dictates.” 

Apparently as a precautionary 
measure to meet possible develop- 
ments in North China, the War 
Office announced its intention of 
requisitioning part of the motor 
trucks in Tokio, Osaka and Gagoya. 

The War Office interpreted . the 
(dispatch by Marshal Chiang Kai- 
shek of one of his own divisions to 
the Great Wall front as a move to 
meet domestic political considera- 
tions. This action was not taken 
as indication of a serious intention 
to challenge the Japanese army. 
For that reason, the Japanese 
spokesman said, major . warfare 
south of the wall might still be 
termed as “not very likely.” 


COMMUNICATION MAINTAINED 
FROM HERE TO LOS ANGELES 


Many Telephone Calis Made and 
Telegraph Companies Handle 
Rush of Messages. 

Telephone and telegraph com- 
munication was maintained yester- 
day between St. Louis and Los An- 
geles although messages were re- 
layed by airplane and motorcycle 
to Long Beach and communications 
direct to Los Angeles were subject 
to delay because of the volume of 
traffic. 

Long distance telephone calls 
for Los Angeles were filed at a 
rate of nearly two a minute for 
an hour after 8:30 o'clock ‘last 
hight, when the reduced night 
rates became effective. During the 
day, beginning at 12:40 a. m., 90 
calls were filed from St. Louis. 

The average daily number of calls 
} between St. Louis and Los Angeles 
is five, with connections completed 
usually while the caller holds the 
receiver. Calls were delayed yes- 
terday from one to two hours. Mes- 
ec.ges for persons in Long Beach 
were telephoned to nearby suburbs 
and messengers were sent to locate 
the recipients. 

Western Union and Postal tele- 
graph service to Los Angeles was 
uninterrupted, both companies 
handling several times. the usual 
number of messages. Western 
Union reported handling around 600 
messages an hour. Messages were 
delayed an hour or more. Postal 
announced 1500 messages were 
flown by airplane from Long Beach 
to Los Angeles before wires were 
repaired. Both companies arranged 
to pay telegraphic money orders, in 
amounts not exceeding $10U.

DECREASE IN RAIL, RISE 
IN RIVER TONNAGE HERE 


Tons Received in St. Louis 
By Rail in 1932 and 19,473,873 
‘ons Shipped. 

The total railroad ard river ton- 
nage received at St. Louis during 
1932 was 25,027,596 tons, while a 
total of 19,826,454 tons was shipped 
from St. Louis during the past 
year, the Traffic Bureau of the 
Chamber of Commerce reported 
yesterday. 

Of these amounts, 24,808,831 tons 
were received at St. Louis by rail 
and 19,473,873 tons were shipped 
from the city by rail. River ton- 
nage received at St. Louis totaled 
218,765 tons and 352,581 tons were 
transported by boat lines from St. 
Louis. 

The:.report showed that rail ton- 
nage received at St. Louis slumped 
from the 1931 total of 34,346,947 tons 
and tonnage shipped from the city 
dropped from the 1931 total of 26,- 
451,421 tons. River service increased, 
however, the 1932 total tonnage re- 
ceived at St. Louis being slightly 
higher than the 1931 total of 209, 
864 tons and the total tonnage 
shipped from the city last year be- 
ing an increase over the 1931 figure 
of 300,040 tons. 

For January, 1933, the bureau re- 
ported 1,883,551 tons received at St. 
Louis by rail, a drop from the 1932 
total’of 2,396,918 tons, and 1,413,445 
tons shipped by rail from the city, 
a decrease from the January, 1932, 
total of 1,643,203 tons.

WEST PALM BEACH, Fia., 
March 11—America is recovering

Times, said here today on the eve 
of his seventy-fifth birthday an- 
niversary. 

Ochs, also the owner of the 
Chattanooga, Tenn., Times and for 
30 years a member of the board of 
directors of the Associated Press, 
will spend the day in quiet observ- 
ance with his wife and Mrs. Arthur 
Hays Sulzberger, his daughter. 

“T am in full sympathy with 
President Roosevelt’s program that 
only the Federal Reserve Banks is- 
sue currency and that based on 
liquid assets ‘ the banks, mobilize 
the gold of the country and main- 
tain the gold standard,” said Ochs. 

“There is no need of gold cur- 
rency in this country, and what we 
have, as we have plenty, should be 
held to preserve our credit through- 
out the world. 

“Never Brighter Prospects.” 

“Never in its history was the 
United States so rich, so strong, 
so powerful and with brighter pros- 
pects ahead than it is at present. 
We have barely scraped the soil of 
our opportunities, our illimitable re- 
sources, our industries and ineven- 
tive genius. . 

“I think the situation is now well 


and painfully getting our house in 
order. The ,tragic experience we 
are having will result in educating 
the people that care.” 

“The Ten Commandments and the 
Sermon on the Mount cannot be 
ignored or forgotten,” the publisher 
declared, “and should be our guide 
and philosophy of life. Spontani- 
ety and idealism, so frightfully 
dormant, will be awakened for the 
peace and comfort of our children 
and, if so, it will be full compensa- 
tion for our tribulations.” 

“I Am an Optimist.” 

“I do not believe our trouble lies 
in overproduction, but rather in 
under-consumption and maldistri- 
bution. We shall cast aside and 
scrap much that is now in use to 
be replaced by new and more per- 
fect implements for the convenience 
and comfort of mankind and for 
his remunerative and enlarged em- 
ployment. So, you see, I am an 
optimist on my seventy-fifth birth- 
day.” 

Ochs was born at Cincinnati, O., 
March 12, 1858. Tomorrow also is 
the twelfth birthday anniversary 
of one of his four grandchildren, 
Ruth Sulzberger. He and Mrs. 
Ochs celebrated their fiftieth wed- 
ding anniversary 11 days ago.

POLISH CORRIDOR 


Tense Feeling Develops 
Since Hitler’s Victory — 
France Alleges Rhine Post 
Is Being Armed. 


EFFECT ON GENEVA 
PARLEY FORESEEN 


Area Regarded as ‘Greatest 
Danger Spot’ in Europe— 
Roosevelt, Hull and Davis 
Confer. 


By the Associatec Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 11. — An 
increasingly tense situation in one 
of Europe's chief danger spots— 
(Pomorze, the Polish Corridor)— 
held the attention of American 
statesmen today while they care- 
fully refrained from any action 
which might add to the delicacy of 


the matter. ; 
Officials here noted with some 


apprehension that apparent tension 
has arisen between Germany on one 
hand and France and Poland on 
the other since the” Fascist leader, 
Adolf Hitler, rose to supreme pow- 
er in the German elections. 

That the American Government 
views the recent developments as 
having a defenite bearing on. the 
whole movement for limitation and 
reduction of armaments was plain- 
ly indicated. Disarmament with par- 
ticular reference to the occurrences 
in Europe occupi-:d the attention 
of President Roosevelt, Secretary 
Hull and Norman H. Davis, Amer- 
ican disarmament conference dele- 
gate, in their discussion at the 
White House last night. French 
fears, according to information 
reaching here, have apparently 
been aroused by the alleged mili- 
tarizing of a post on the Rhine 
which under the Versailles treaty 
France contenis could not be so 
employed. 

* Danger Spot of Europe. 

Uneasiness on the part of the 
Poles was indicated, although re- 
ports of considerable military activ- 
ity in the Polish corridor were de- 
nied. 

The French also are said to be 
alarmed at measures for making 
Hitler’s brown uniformed storm 
troopers an official German police 
force. 

The developments have brought 
to the front the most potentially 
dangerous situation in all European 
politics, in the opinion of many ob- 
servers here. 

The Polish corridor, created by 
the treaty of Versailles, is a nar- 
row strip of territory cutting East 
Prussia from Germany proper in 
order to give Poland an outlet to 
the Baltic Sea at Danzig which was 
made a free city under League of 
Nations jurisdiction. 

A special meeting of the League 
has been called for Monday to con- 
sider a protest made by some of the 
residents of Danzig on the ground 
the Poles are closing a part of the 
harbor to commercial activity so 
that they may concentrate muni- 
tions.

Long Beach 


Spend Night in the Open 
Amid Ruins of Their City 


Camp on Seashore or Vacant Lots; Bonfires 
Kept Burning and Relief Workers 
. Attend to Needy. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONG BEACH, Cal., March 11.— 
Traffic into the area badly dam- 
aged by the earthquake was pro- 
hibited after 9 o’clock tonight with 
the Los Angeles police department 
guarding the north and west edges 
of the zone and the State motor 
patrol in charge of the roads lead- 
ing into the area from the south. 

According to the announcement 
df Chief of Police Steckel after a 
conference with county and State 
police officials, only residents of 
Long Beach,. Compton, Watts and 
other sections of the devastated 
territory were to be permitted 
through the lines. Instructions 
were given patrols in the area to 
eject any sightseers found. There 
was no prohibition, however, on 
entering Wilmington and San Pe- 

ro. 


The only others to be passed 
through the lines were parties en- 
gaged in relief work or carrying 
supplies. 

Thousands of persons camped in 
the city’s open spaces as countless 
earth shocks continued with suf- 
ficient violence to shake down de- 
bris from partially destroyed build- 
ings. Bonfires were kept burning 
in vacant lots. 

More than a score of shocks were 
recorded during the afternoon and 
evening and there were no signs 
of an immediate letup. 

Streets were virtually deserted in 
the downtown area shortly after 6 
p.m. Only a speeding police car, 
ambulance or fire truck with sirens 
shrieking gave sign of life. 

Dictatorial powers for immediate 
rehabilitation were conferred on 
former City Manager Charies 5S. 
Henderson tonight at a conference 


and Admiral Richard H. Leigh, 
Commander-in-Chief of the United 
States fleet. Henderson, in accept- 
ing the appointment, said he would 
call a meeting early tomorrow with 
the City Council. 

Sixty of the 70 dead in Long 
Beach were identified after a care- 
ful recheck. The Armory was con- 
verted into a temporary morgue 
and was visited by thousands of 
relatives of the dead and missing. 

There was no martial law, al- 
though 4000 sailors, soldiers and 
marines kept the crowds moving 
during the day and would not al- 
low them on the sidewalks near 
walls that might fall, keeping them 
in the middle of the streets. 

At least 75 per cent of the build- 
ings and residences in the city were 
damaged, possibly 25 per cent of 
that number beyond repair. 

Most residents of the city refused 
to return to their homes as shocx 
after shock, some severe and others 
less intense, rocked the buildings. 

Fire Department Kept Busy.

The fire department was kept 


busy answering alarms in various, 


parts of the city. Ambulances were 
called into service as several per- 
sons venturing too near to partly 
destroyed buildings were injured 
by falling debris loosened by later 
shocks. 

Anaheim boulevard, one of the 
main thoroughfares of the city, suf- 
fered the most damage. Practically 
every buiiding on the street was 
damaged in the business area. The 
larger buildings seem to have with- 
stood the shocks better than the 
smaller ones, although many of the 
13-story buildings were cracked.: 

Until a thorough check of the Pa- 
cific Coast Club building and the 
City Hall could be made, all per- 
sons were barred. Engineers were 
to inspect the buildings before al- 
lowing them to be occupied. 

Most of those killed in Long 
Beach were caught by falling mas- 
onry or bricks as they rushed from 
buildings in the business district, 
just as offices and stores were clos- 
ing last evening. 

Few Business Piaces Open. 

Very few business establishments 
were open today. The few res- 
taurants which were not damaged 
seriously did a land office busi- 
ness. There was no evidence of 
profiteering. 

One business enterprise on which 
the people depended most for their 
information, the Long Beach Press- 
Telegram, operated under difficul- 
ties. Its reporters were stationed 
in Long Beach and their copy sent 
to Pasadena, 30 miles away, and 
printed in the plant of the Pasa- 
dena Star News, associated in own- 
reship with the Press-Telegram. 
The newspapers were then brought 
back to Long Beach and distribut- 


Churches will remain closed to- 
morrow, but community church 
services will be held in four city 
parks. 

City schools will not open for at 
least a week to give engineers time 
to examine the buildings. 

Long Beach also will be without 
gas, its main item of fuel, until 
early next week- 

Immediate employment of 3000 
men to tear down damaged build- 
ings and restore the principal thor- 
oughfares in Long Beach to normal 
use was authorized by George F.

Action of the municipal gas offi- 
cials in quickly turning off the gas 
in its mains on the first severe 
shock prevented a serious con- 
flagration, Fire Department offi- 
Cials said. The only serious fire in 
the city was that which destroyed 
the Chemistry building of the Poly- 
technic high school with a loss of 
probably $100,000. 


NEW TREASURY ISSUE 
AT HIGHER INTEREST 


Woodin Announces $800,000,- 
000 in Certificates for March 
15—Rates 4 and 4 1-4. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March i11.—The 
Roosevelt administration took its 
first financing step tonight when 
Secretary Woodin announced the 
Treasury would sell $800,000,000 in 
Treasury certificates of indebted- 
ness on March 15 to meet maturing 
certificates of indebtedness totaling 
$695,000,000 and supply approxi- 
mately $59,000,000 to meet public 
debt payments. 

The Secretary said the issues 
would comprise two series and 
would bear much higher interest 
than has been paid by the Treasury 
in the last year. One issue will 
be for five months and bear interest 
at the rate of 4 per cent a year, 
while the second will be for nine 
months and bear interest at the 
rate of 4% per cent. 

The interest on the latter series 
is 3% per cent higher than on the 
last certificates sold, on Dec. 15, 
when $254,364,500 were floated at 
% of 1 per cent. 

In, September the Treasury paid 
1% per cent on $451,447,000 of cer- 
tificates and last June paid 1% 
per cent for $373,856500. Last 
March the “baby bonds” were sold 
for 2 per cent, but only $53,591,400 
were taken, and on the same date 
$660,715,500 of one-year certificates 
were sold for 3% per cent. The 
Secretary did not say how much 
would be allotted to each issue but 
said the certificates would be ex- 
empt from all taxation, except es- 
tate and inheritance, and that the 
interest and principle would be 
payable “in gold coin or the pres- 
sent standard of value.” 

In some quarters it was thought 
this might mean that the Govern- 
ment expected to permit circulation 
of gold by that time but this was 
not supported by Treasury officials, 
who pointed out that all announce- 
ments as to sale of Treasury securi- 
ties contain ths same words.

KEW DRIGBLE MACON 
CHITENED AT AKRON 


Admiral Moffett’s Wife in Role 
of Honor, With Georgia 
“Beauties” Watching,

AKRON, O., March 11.—Hailed 
by President Roosevelt as com- 
pleting the Navy’s five-year avia- 
tion program, the U. 8. 8S. Macon, 
secsad of the two largest airships 
in the world, was christened todey 
while a March snow swirled out- 
side. | 


Braving sub-freezing tempera- 
tures, several hundred of the air- 
minded persons stood in the cold 
eight-and-a-half-acre dock while a 
82-piece band recruited from 
Akron’s high schools played patri- 
otic music. 

Upon a flag-draped stand under 
the Macon’s giant bow, Mrs. W. A. 
Moffett, wife of Rear Admiral Mof- 
fett, chief of the Bureau of Naval 
Aeronautics, pulled a silken red, 
white and blue cord and pro- 
nounced: “I christen thee Macon.” 

At the signal, 48 pigeons, em- 
blematic of the ship’s dedication to 
the nation and to her element, the 
air, were released. Two of them 
headed for Macon, Ga., 500 miles 
away, in the Southland, the rest for 
Akron nests. 

Cables Are Released, 

At the same instant, a picked 
ground crew released the cables and 
the 785-foot length of the mammoth 
Macon billowed gently upward in 
the hazy atmosphere of the air 
dock’s “sky.” The Macon was of- 
ficially “air-borne.” 

Immediately, she was made fast 
again, to be made ready for the 
first trial flights, tentatively set for 
March. 30. 

A group of eight of the “most 
beautiful girls” from Macon, Ga., 
who shivered thro the cere- 
monies, decided to stay for the din- 
ner and ball tonight given by the 
Akron Women’s Chapter of the Na- 
tional Aeronautic Association.

ROOSEVELT HELPS 
ORGANIZE QUAKE 
RELIEF EFFORTS 


President Gets Up Early 
and Telephones Orders— 
Banks Instructed to Aid 


Needy.

WASHINGTON, March i1. — 
Under leadership of President 
Roosevelt, Navy, Treasury, and Rea 
Cross heads today mobilized aid for 
earthquake - devastated Southern 
California. Because of quick work 
by relief forces on the spot, their 
task was largely one of back- 
stopping and organizing to assure 
the damaged communities and their 
inhabitants of adequate funds and 
supplies. 

To start these efforts President 
Roosevelt was out of bed and busy 
on the telephone in the early hotrs, 
Mrs. aenggtina ll pan | Lt relay 
messages together secre- 
taries. After the orders the Presi- 
dent gave, telegrams went out from 
the relief heads. 

By mid-morning the Treasury an- 
nounced it had authorized Call- 
fornia banks to advance cash need- 
ed. by victims, called attention to 
the authority of Federal Reserve 
banks to make direct loans to in- 
dividuals, and promised that if 
more was needed it would be forth- 
coming. 

The Red Cross withheld financial 
plans after assuring itself the Call- 
fornia branches were on the job 
for the immediate steps. Later a 
decision is to be made on what 
money to send in. William De 
Kleine, director of disaster relief, 
sped West by airplane. 

The House of Representatives di- 
rected a resolution of condolence to 
people of the stricken afea. At the 
State Department, Ambassador De- 
buchi of Japan presented the sym- 
pathy of his Government, recalling 
the millions poured into that coun- 
try by Americans in 1973, when 
earthquakes devastated the princi- 
pal Japanese cities. 

After the naval radio carried or- 
ders westward Admiral Richard 
Leigh, commander-in-chief of the 
fleet, reported back that the situa- 
tion was under control, with landing 
forces ashore patrolling areas 
where they were needed to prevent 
looting. Concluding his message, 
he said: “Food serious problem, 
but organization ready. Wonderful 
spirit co-operation and volunteer 
help everywhere.” 

Senator McAdoo (Dem.), Califor- 
nia, wired offers of assistance to 
the Mayors of Los Angeles and 
Long Beach. 

The Red Cross expressed quanti- 
ties of ready-made cotton clothing 
and bedding to earthquake suffer- 
ers in the Los Angeles area and 
awaited the outcome of a survey 
by Gov. Rolph before taking fur- 
ther relief action. 

Several National Red Cross work- 
ers were to be on their way west 
by airplane tonight, Dr. William 
Dekleine and Verne Moore of 
Washington, D. C.; Robert Shep- 
ard from St. Louis, and E. S. Tran- 
sue from Denver, Colo. 

The cotton clothing was sent 
from factories in Pennsylvania, 
Georgia, Tennessee, Texas, Michi- 
gan, Virginia and San Francisco. 
The shipments to Los Angeles in- 
cluded 108,984 ready-made _ gar- 
ments; to Long Beach, 4176 gar- 
ments; from Chicago, 11,040 com- 
forters and blankets were going to 
Los Angeles and 660 to Long 
Beach. 


QUAKE INSURANCE WON'T

Indiana Bankers’ Plea. 

Robinson of Indiana, calling the 
banking bill “half-baked,” read a 
telegram from a group of Indiana 
bankers appealing for inclusion of 
state banks in the program, as pro- 
posed by Long in an amendment 
rejected by the Senate Thursday. 

“This is only one of the results 
of hastening through this legisla- 
tion,” Robinson said. 

Long’s amendment would have 
given the President authority to 
include state banks at his discretion 
in such emergency steps as he 
deemed advisable. 

Long remarked that up until 
10:30 o’clock this morning, he had 
“been given to understand that 
Congress would be presented very 
soon with legislation along the 
lines I offered, so that state banks 
and depositories might be protect- 
ed.”

STEGER OFFERS RECORD 
ON RELEF COMPLAINTS 


Director of Committee Says 
Aldermen May Have Facts 
if Complainants Desire. 


Complaints made before an alder- 
manic committee last Thursday 
against the organized relief agen- 
cles were inaccurate in some in- 
stances and in others entirely fa’se, 
E. G. Steger, director of the Cit- 
izens’ Committee on Relief and Un- 
employment declared in a statement 
last night. 

The 27 complainants who ap- 
peared before the committee under 
auspices of the Communist party in 


St. Louis charged that relief was 
refused to poor persons in many 
cases without explanation, that it 
was cut off arbitrarily and that it 
was refused absolutely to perscus 
living together out of wedlock. 

“Within 24 hours after the results 
of the hearing were made public 
in the press,” Steger said, “a com- 
plete and detailed report of each of 
the cases involved had been pre- 
pared and placed on my desk. 

“Many of the individuals who ap- 
peared before the committee have 
been on agency relief roles for 
years. Their cases are well known 
to the social workers. An accurate 
account of how each indivicual case 
has been handled since the parties 
first applied for relief is available 
and will be delivered in person by 
the executives of the agencies 
against which complaints have been 
made, whenever such a request is 
made by the special aldermanic 
committee. 

“The relationship between the re- 
lief agencies and the families under 
care, are of course, strictly confi- 
dential. It is a policy of all such 
agencies not to make public the 
names of those who are receiving 

ad. The fact that a number of 

rsons accepted the invitation of 
the aldermanic committee to ap- 
pear before it and state their com- 
plaints, in no wise changes our pol- 
icy to keep confidence with them. 

“This statement is emphasized 
here to reassure the 30,000 families 
under our care, who with the ex- 
ception of a negligible number, in 
no way recognize the self-constitut- 
ed leadership of the Communist 
group. Their unfortunate situation 
will remain a private matter be- 
tween them and their visitors. It 
is also made in order that all fu- 
ture applicants for relief may not 
be deterred from applying for help 
because of fear of publicity, but 
may feel free to come to us with 
their problems at any time. 

“The persons who made these 
complaints also have our assurance 
that their public testimony in no 
way prejudices their case with the 
relief agencies. Treatment will be 
accorded them as in the past, with- 
out fear or favor, upon a careful 
and impartial consideration of their 
situation. Detailed reports on these 
cases, however, will be placed be- 
fore the Board of Aldermen upon 
their invitation, with the request 
that they be regarded as confiden- 
tial.”

Reporter Who Had Prepared 
Since 1925 for Quake Sent 
News 5 Seconds After Start 


Associated Press Man at Wire in Los Angeles 
» Building, Which He Says Rocked as 
if It Were Boat.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., March 11. 


—A: jolt and rocking jar that 
marked an earth wave of death 
and destruction pulled a trigger 
that sent the news flashing to the 
world while the 20 seconds’ shock 
was pulling down the debris from 
torn buildings. 


It so happened that two men who 
had been organized for such an oc- 
currence for eight years were in 
the Associated Press office at the 
Times building-here. These were 
Jack C. Mooney, veteran telegraph 
operator, and myself, 

I was writing the results of an 
interview with Prof. Albert Einstein 
when the jolt came. As the chair 
swayed, I clutched the desk to make 
certain it was an earthquake, plant- 
ing both feet solidly against the 
chair legs. There was no uncer- 
tainty. This was the moment I had 
been expecting since 1925. 

A shout to Mooney and he sprang 
the 10-foot interval between an 
automatic printer and a telegraph 
key, and the flash of a major earth- 
quake in Los Angeles was on the 
nationwide network of the Asso- 
ciated Press five seconds after the 
jolt started, and the bulletin telling 
of it as a violent shock was cleared 
before the remaining 15 seconds of 
this first great shock. 

Ever since the 1925 Santa Bar- 
bara earthquake, which I reported, 
having also gone through the San 
Francisco disaster of 1906, I had 
been preparing for this moment. 
Five weeks ago I had been advised 
by those who study seismology that 
a restlessness of the great block 
underlying ‘Southern ifornia 
promised a major movement soon. 


knowledge that communications 
were still opened, it was possible 
for the staff to peek out the win- 
dow and see the debris strewn 
street. The visible bricks, half a 
block away, were from the old 
Chamber of Commerce Building. 
Second Shock in 5 Minutes. 

A second jolt, 5 minues after the 
first, seemed almost as heavy. The 
building rocked and swayed as 
staff members were checking all 
lines of communication. 

The sports editor was first to hit 
on the phone contacts that revealed 
Long Beach was cut off from com- 
munication. While death and de- 
struction reports were coming in 
from all points, it soon was appar- 
ent that the main area of havoc 
rested in a triangle, the apex of 
which was in Los Angeles, and the 
sides of extending toward San 
Pedro and Santa Ana. This meant 
Long Beach was in the center, and 
that the epicenter of the convul- 
sion was in the Pacific off Long 
Beach. 

Then rumor reared its head, with 
sensational radio reports from 
quavering announcers and ama- 
teurs, that “Catalina hit by tidal 
wave,” “500 dead at Long Beach,” 
“great tidal wave coming in on all 
beach towns,” “200 dead at Termin- 
al Island.” 

All the time our staff was finéd- 
ing itself jarred each 5 or 10 min- 
utes by another great shock. Ex- 
pert knowledge suggested the possi- 
bility of an even greater and anni- 
hilating shock to come, but the one 
thought on all minds of the staff 
was to clean up the news, find out 
what happened. 

A bulletin went to the wire with 
each great shock. so should the 
wire fall, the latest word would 
be out. The sensation was much 
like being on a boat, a rocking 
north to south, but later shocks 
changed to an unusual twisting cir- 
cular movement. The shocks con- 
tinued at the rate of more than one 
a second, although only the major 
ones at five to 10, then 20-minute

Ambassador to Germany, made the startling state- 
ment that the United States is ruled by 64 men, and 
he named them. The lst did not include the Pres 
ident of the United States, the Governors of the 
states or, indeed, the bolder of any position under 
our form of government. It was composed of such 
tycoons as Mellon, Rockefeller, Morgan, Ford, Du 
Pont, Raskob and Owen D. Young—capitalists, bank- 
ers, magnates. William Green and Matthew Woll, 


uel Insull, lately of Chicago and now of Athens, 
Greece, was on the list, as was that of Charles W, 
Mitchell, who also abdicated recently.

The Pujo Committee, appointed in 1912, whose 
hearings were conducted by Samuel Untermyer, knew 
what we were coming to and advised the country as 
follows: “Far more dangerous than all that has hap- 
pened to us in the past in the way of elimination 
of competition in industry is the control of credit 
through the domination of these groups over our 
banks and industries.” By “these groups,” the com- 
mittee meant the great corporate interests, inter- 
locked with banks, which in 1912 were puny com- 
pared with what they had become by 1929. 

Before Justice Brandeis took his seat on the su-/ 
preme bench, he went up and down the land, a lonely 
and despised Jeremiah, demonstrating by facts and 
figures the concentration of the money power, and 
showing how this concentration is possible only by 
the employment by bankers and industrialists of 
other people’s money. “Other people’s money” has 
become a famous phrase, pregnant with meaning, 
and no doubt President Roosevelt, when he used it 
in his inaugural address, did so advisedly. Brandeis 
likened the methods of our oligarchs, in their subtle- 
ty and insidiousness, to the processes that made Cae- 
sar Augustus master of Rome.

If the Government of the United States today

Morgan and his associates: would be 
able to enter into the dea] if they wanted to, 
and compel a sale if they wanted to. They can 
control in any of these corporations the lowering 
or the raising of wages; they can change the 
conditions of labor; they can raise or lower the 
price of the output of any of these manufacturing 
establishments simply because they contro] the 
money of the United States. 

That may seem a rather flamboyant statement, yet, 

in the panic of 1907, President Theodore Roosevelt 
was forced to admit that the solution of the coun- 
try’s plight at that time lay in the hands of a single 
individual, the elder Morgan. With an imperial ges- 
ture, Morgan averted catastrophe, and the price the 
President was forced to pay was to agree to wink 
at a transaction thought by many at that time and 
since to have been illegal, namely, the acquisition 
by the United States Steel Corporation of the Ten- 
nessee Coal & Iron Co. 
. Senator Norris likened the concentration of the 
money power to a spider which sit: in Wall Street, 
and whose snares reach into every part of the coun- 
try. It is a hard lesson he has given us to learn, 
but we must learn it if the country is to fulfill 
its destiny. It clashes with ancient belief and super- 
stitions. It is a blow to our patriotism to be told 
that the United States has been governed, not from 
Washington, but from Wall Street, and by financial 
giants rather than by our elected officiala, but it is 
true. 

We need a rebirth in America. George Washing- 
ton, who led our country during its trying early 
days, was not a banker; Abraham Lincoln was not 
a high-pressure salesman; Jefferson, Jackson, Cleve- 
land, Theodore Roosevelt, Wilson were not money 
changers. “Ruin follows when the trader rules,” said 
Plato 2500 years ago, and the bitter truth of the ax- 
iom is in our mouths. We need a new conception of 
government and new types of men to govern us. We 
must wrest control of the country from the go-getter, 
the financial racketeer and all those who worship

Not since 1906, when San Francisco was razed by 
earthquake and fire, has there been so tragic a dis- 
turbance in the United States as occurred in South- 
ern California Frithy night and Saturday morning.

Rolph of California is on the scene directing relief 
work. 

The whole country will do everything possible to 
lighten the burden of this awful happening. It is 
one of those things which, past everything that di- 
vides us as a people, and despite our own troubles 
everywhere, still makes us kin. 


Revised Opinions of the Late Senator Walsh 


From newspapers all over the country, in their 
comment on his untimely death, have come tributes to 


tional tragedy,” says the New York Herald Tribune, 
which calls him “a fearless and rigidly honest public 
servant of outstanding ability.” The New York Eve 
ning Post says his death is “a heavy loss, both to 
the incoming administration, in which he was to 
hold the appropriate and important post, of Attor- 
ney-General, and to the country.” The New York 
Times appraises him as “incapable of meanness or 
demagogy,” and adds, “The best eulogy of him would 
be to imitate him.” Other papers join in the ac- 
claim: “He was upright and honorable in every 
way,” “No member of the Senate commanded more 
respect,” “Learned lawyer and high-minded public 
servant,” “His integrity was unquestioned. ... He 
refused to become an assassin of character.” 

It was not always thus. %e 1924, when the oil 
scandals and Department of Jifstice disclosures were 
first coming to public notice, the New York Tribune 
dismissed Senator Walsh and his colleague, Senator 
Wheeler, as “the Montana scandal-mongers.” The 
Evening Post dubbed them “the Montana mud-gun- 
ners.” The Times, called them “assassins of char- 
acter.” Other phrases from the press were (we quote 
from “Only Yesterday,” by Frederick Irving Allen): 


“Democratic lynching bee,” “poison-tongued partisan- 
ship and twittering hysteria,” “contemptible and dis- 
gusting.” Fred R. Marvin, of the patrioteering Key 
Men of America, found the oil charges to be the re- 
sult of a “gigantic international conspiracy,” pre- 
sumably of Socialists or Communists. 

Why this change of expression, from condemnation 
to praise, in less than nine years? We do not believe 
it can be explained by polite obedience to the max- 
im, “Speak only good of the dead.” The Herald 
Tribune, for instance, pauses in its eulogy to say 
frankly that it has “not been among those who regard- 
ed Senator Walsh as a statesman of the first order’: 
that he was too much the legalist and prosecutor, 
but that nevertheless he was “eminently fitted” to be 
Attorney-General. 

The explanation, rather, is in the about-face that 
has taken place in public opinion with respect to 
public and private corruption. In the piping days 
of 1924, attacks on the demi-gods of business and poll- 
tics were akin to sacrilege, and received with antag: 
onism or indifference. Today, there is a healthy 
awareness of how the money changers, in President 
Roosevelt's figure of speech, have defiled our temple. 
The National City Bank, disclosures, for example, 
shocked the country far more than did the Teapot 
Dome expose at the time it was made public. 


Position of the State Banks 


Senator Long, in the debate over the emergency 
banking bill Thursday, expressed fear that its pro- 
visions would wreck 95 per cent of the state banks 
in thé country. Senator Glass answered his alarm 
by saying that the law would not, “by act or im- 
plication,” close even one state bank. The conferees 
on the bill were careful, in framing it, not to trans- 
gress on the authority of the states over the de- 
positories they had chartered. The @mergency meas 
ure originally applied to all banks, but it was revised 
before introduction to include only national and Fed- 
eral Reserve banks, thereby avoiding any clash with 
state authority and the accompanying doubt as to 
constitutionality. 

With similar respect for state authority, Mr. Glass 
expressed doubt as to the President’s power, in 
proclaiming the bank holiday, to close the state 
banks. By the course of events, this became virtually 
an academic question, for nearly all governors had 
declared banking moratoria, and cooperated with 
Mr. Roosevelt in proclamations all last week.*The 
state banks thus are in the role of following the 
leader, In the present awareness of emergency and 
the need for cautions and well-considered action, 


leadership. The states may be expected to follow 
the Government’s procedure in reopening sound banks 
when the holiday ends. 

The situation provides fresh arguments for those 
who have warned against the dangers of our dual 
banking system, rising from the friction among, in 
the Nation's phrase, “49 conflicting and competing 
systems.” The .British and Canadian methods of 
centralized banking, with branches throughout the 
country, are commended as examples of what this 
country needs. Whatever the method of remedy, 
the times cry out for solution of a situation made 
constantly perilous by the presence of weak, insuf- 
ficiently capitalized and poorly managed banks. Of 
the 11,000 bank failures in the last three years, 80 
per cent were of banks capitalized at less than $25,- 
000. Senator Glass has summed up the situation in 
@ question, “Do we want pawnshops or rea] banks?” 
For the present emergency, the state banks are not 
left unduly exposed to danger. What is to be done 
about smaller depositories in building a secure 
system for the future remains for the most- serious 
consideration of our legislators. .

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550 UNEMPLOYED MEN 
TO CULTIVATE GARDENS 


bere Plots Harrowed 
and Made Ready for 
Planting. 


Five-hundred and fifty unem- 
ployed St. Louis men, all of them 
with families and most of them 
with small children, will begin the 
cultivation of Community Gardens 
at 4258 Goodfellow avenue tomor- 
row morning, it was announced by 
E. G. Steger, director of the Citi- 
zens’ Committee on Relief and Em- 
ployment. 

Approximately 300 white men and 
250 Negroes will be assigned to the 
gardens, which measure 50 by 75 
feet each. Half of this number 
cultivated gardens last year, the 
first time that they were tried. The. 
ground has already been marked 
into individual plots, harrowed and 
disced, and is ready for the plant- 
ing of potatoes and spinach. The 
expense of the seeds and tools is 
borne by the Citizens’ Committee. 

Each man must report for work 
on his garden for half a day twice 
a week throughout the season. The 
produce raised on his plot must be 
consumed by his family and the 
surplus canned or dried. He can 
neither sell nor give away any- 
thing he raises. . 

Last year there were 400 plots 
which produced $11,500 worth of 
vegetables at current market 
prices. The crops included potatoes, 
radishes, lettuce, turnips, onions, 
beets, spinach, beans, cabbage, car- 
rots, tomatoes, cucumbers, squash, 
corn. and sweet potatoes. Each 
family was able to supply its own 
needs except for meat, dairy prod- 
ucts, and flour, which the Red 
Cross supplied. 

The gardens are under the super- 
vision of W. 8. Tayloe, a former 
county agent. Last year he helped 
the men set up canning and dehy- 
dration facilities on the grounds. 
There were 13,000 quarts of vege- 
tables canned and several hundred 
pounds of beans and other vege- 
tables which lent themselves to 
dehydration, were dried. After the 
gardens were abandoned the Bu- 
reau for Homeless Men sent a corps 
of men there who gleaned 120 
bushels of turnips, 25 bushels of 
sweet potatoes, and 125 bushels of 
carrots. 

Steger said the gardens had sev- 
eral direct benefits. “There was a 
notable strengthening of the morale 
of the ‘garden families’ which can- 
not be measured in dollars and 
cents,’ he said. “The father’s leis- 
ure time was taken care of, he was 
given regular outdoor exercise, and 
-yhe had something on which to cen- 
ter his thoughts beside himself and 
his worries. Best of all, he felt 
self-maintaining.” 

Asa Wallace, chairman of the 
county division of the Citizens’ 
Committee, announced that a coun- 
ty community garden would be 
established within the next month.

PLANS CAMPAIGN FOR 
CHARTER AMENDMENTS 


Committee to Inform Voters 
On Two Public Improve- 
ment Measures. 


Plans for a city-wide campaign 
to obtain the passage at the mu- 
nicipal election April 4 of two 
charter amendments designed to 
modernize the present system of 
determining damages and benefits 
for public improvements are be- 
ing formulated by a committee 
headed by John M. Robertson, 
president of the Building Owners 
and Managers’ Association. 

Acting under the auspices of 
the Council on Civic Needs, the 
committee will acquaint voters with 
the amendments and the need for 
their passage. Offices for the cam- 
paign will be maintained at the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The two amendments, which will 
be known as Numbers 10 and 11 
on the ballot, have been proposed 
as the result of a comprehensive 
study of the local situation by a 
special aldermanic committee, 
headed by Clarence C. Kaufman, 
and a special committee of the 
Couricil on Civic Needs, of which 
Dr. Isaac Lippincott of Washing- 
ton University was chairman. 


If adopted, they will not only 
change the method of proceeding 
with street widenings but will also 
change the method of financing 
them. The amendments provide 
for the appointment by the Cir- 
cuit Judges of a permanent con- 
demnation commission to deter- 
mine damages and benefits, more 
direct notice to property owners 
of the extent of the benefit dis- 
trict, the filing of preliminary 
authoritative estimates of the cost 
of the proposed improvement, 
payment of the assessments in in- 
stallments and a period of grace 
not to exceed one year, during 
which no interest on the assess- 
ments will accrue. 

In an effort to bring about a 
fairer distribution of the cost of 
public improvements, the amend- 
ments provide that the aggregate 
of the assessments against abut- 
ting property shall not exceed 15

TO CURB HOARDING 


Holding of Gold Coins and 
*Yellowbacks’ Likely to 
Be Barred Under Rules 
Expected Next Week. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 11.—Gold 

coin and gold certificates, or “yel- 

lowbacks,” apparently are the only 


money which must not be held by 


individuals, banks or corporations 
under the anti-hoarding regulations 
to be issued by the Treasury early 
next week. 

The gold certificates differ from 
the new currency about to be dis- 
tributed and from all other paper 
money now in circulation in this 
way: Each certificate is backed 
by a 100 per cent deposit of gold 
coin or bullion in the Treasury 
vaults. It is therefore considered 
identical with gold coin. 

Circulation of these certificates 
already is prohibited. That is 
taken to mean that they must not 
be used for paying bills or other- 
wise. The forthcoming regulations 
are expected to require that all be 
immediately turned in to banks and 
sent back to the Treasury. 

The names of all persons known 
to have large amounts in gold or 
gold certificates will be reported 
to the Treasury by the Federal Re- 
serve banks Monday. Presumably 
action will be taken against them 
unless the hoards are soon returned 
and exchanged for new currency. 

All other types of paper money 
in circulation may be held or spent, 
as the forthcoming regulations are 
now understood, without being con- 
sidered hoarding, and prohibited. 
Most of these are backed by par- 
_tial gold deposits. 

United States notes hitherto have 
been redeemable in gold. There 
are only $300,550,000 worth now in

National bank notes, backed by 
Government bonds, amount to 
$800,000,000, and are redeemable in 
“lawful money of the United

Many one dollar silver certifi- 
cates, redeemable only im silver, are 
outstanding, as are a few Treasury 
notes of 1890, which have been re- 
deemable either in gold or silver.

REACH NEW LOW FOR DECADE 
January Receipts 
$46,478 Last Year; February 


Fewer hunting and fishing licenses 
have been sold during the last two

comes on April 4. Mayor W.. S. 
O’Neal, an active campaigner for 
municipal ownership, has not desiz- 
nated whether he will run for re- 
election.

Despite the “no-contest” decision 
in the 61-round CorbettJackson 
fight, the immediate effect was to 
establish Corbett definitely, along 
with Charley Mitchell and Paddy 
Slavin, as one of the “logical con- 
tenders” for Sullivan’s crown. In 
June, 1891, Corbett bored a four- 
round exhibition with Sullivan, and 
his showing convinced many that 
he deserved first chance.

It was due to the campaign of 
vituperation against Sullivan 
launched by Paddy Slavin and 
Charley Mitchell, British aspirants 
to the championship held by Sul- 
livan, that Corbett finally got his

with being a coward, whereat the 
mighty-voiced old lion let out a 
roar. From being the challenged 
he turned challenger—on a whole- 
sale scale.

Sullivan was surprised at the re- 
sult.

“I found Sullivan easier than I 
had thought,” Corbett said after 
the fight. “He was very strong 
and an extremely heavy hitter.

His camp was at Ashbury Park, N. 
J. Training for a title contest was 
serious matter then and “Pompa- 
dour Jim,” under the guidance of 
Brady, Prof. Jim Daly and Billy 
Delaney, lIdunched on a _ three 
months’ preparation for the battle 
of his career. Rowing, swimming, 
handball, roadwork, apparatus 
work, shadow boxing, wrestling 
and sparring with his ieammates 
were mingled with horseback 
riding, baseball and fishing by way 
of relaxation. Corbett injected into 
his preparation that thoroughness 
always characteristic of his meth- 
ods in training.

Sullivan, although nearly 34 years 
old at the time, and confident three 
months was ample training time, 
started on one of his sprees which 
did not terminate until July 5, 
when he finally was taken in hand 
and hidden in a quiet spot on Long 
Island to prepare to rid his system 
of the effects of long carousing. 

The camp site was owned by 
“Uncle” Ned Mumby and the hotel 
in which Sullivan had his head- 
quarters, had every facility for 
proper conditioning. There wasn’t 
a saloon within 13 miles of the 
training quarters and one couldn't 
obtain a drink at the hotel for any 
amount of money. That was just 
what John needed, and, although 
for a time he soured at such a state 
of affairs, he soon got over his 
grouch and went into the serieus 
task with a vim. 

Despite Sullivan’s flabby condi- 
tion, brought on by loose living, he 
was a hot favorite. It seemed that 
none of the big sports could see the 
California youngster. Little doubt 
was entertained among them that 
Sullivan would defeat Corbett as 
he had humbled other stars of the 
roped square. From 229 pounds, 
the champion had worked down to 
218 ten days before the battle. Hand- 
ball games with the great Phil 
Casey, international champion, were 
responsible for this loss of surplus 
weight.

One week before the start for the 
South was made, to satisfy the pub- 
lic clamor for a critical inspection : 
of the rivals, benefits were staged 
for each, Corbett appearing in Mad- 
ison Square Garden and Sullivan 
at the Claremont Rink in Brooklyn. 
Those who attended “the reception 
to the Bostonian, were surprised at 
his flabby condition, this dispite the 
fact that he had lost more than a 
dozen pounds.

Corbett, on the other hand, dis- 
played the clear and clean-cut ap- 
pearance of a well-trained athlete

with flowers and crowds struggied 
all along the route to shake the 
hand of the champion. 

But there was something about 
Sullivan’s appearance that be- 
trayed the fact that he had taken 
Corbett too lightly. He seemed 
gloomy and exceptionally moody. 
When he reached New Orleans, he 
found himself in the midst of a 
horde of followers, for the Sullivan 
cohorts outnumbered the Corbett 
supporters by 8 to 1. 


| The Big Fight ‘Carnival’ : 


New Orleans has been the scene 
of many famous fights, but never 
before or since has there been any- 
thing to compare with the fights 
staged during “championship 
week.” It was in that memorable 
tournament that Sullivan lost the 
heavyweight crown to Corbett; 
Jack McAuliffe knocked out Billy 
Myer, the Streator Cyclone, in the 
fifteenth round, and George Dixon, 
“Tittle Chocolate,” stopped Skelly 
in eight rounds. But of the three 
contests, the attention of the fight 
world was drawn to the heavy- 
weight championship mill. 

Although there were three title 
bouts booked, most of the specta- 
tors purchased tickets only for the 
Sullivan-Corbett encounter. Train- 
loads of visitors poured into the 
Crescent City, each car carrying 
its quota of gunmen, pickpockets 
and gamblers. 

No man ever entered a ring 
more liberally supported or a 
stronger favorite than did Sulli- 
van that evening. At one time he 
was a 1 to 4 shot and at no time 
was better than 30 to 100 offered 
against him. 

The contestants were in their 
togs ready for battle, within 165 
minutes after their arrival. Sullivan 
tried to wear a bandage around his 
flabby belly, but Corbett objected 
and won his point. The Californian

“Corbett presented a direct con- 
trast to Sullivan, as he stood, lis- 
tening to the instructions.

His body was like one modeled by 
a sculptor. From his neck to his 
heels, the Californian looked the 
ideal athlete. 

Sullivan showed a massive, pow- 
erful, muscular body, grand and 
imposing, though faulty in detail. 
With big head, heavy set neck, blue 
eyes, a determined, stubborn, bull- 
dog jaw, with chest, arms and legs 
that indicated tremendous power, 
he looked every inch the fighter, 
despite his paunch. 

Promptly at 9 o'clock, the referee 
ordered the ring cleared. Sullivan, 
with his famous scowl, thought he 
could scare his adversary, as he 
had others during his long term as 
a champion, but Corbett, instead of 
being half licked with fright, 
walked to his corner with a smile 
on his face. The hypnotic scowl of 
the Boston gladiator, for once had 
failed him.

unearthly scenes, hung on a wall cov- 
ered with black plush. The only illumi- 
nation was a grayish tinge that fell from 
a skylight. ©The feeling was that, although 
one was in the presence of beauty, there 
was also present death.

Strangely in contrast with the surround: 
ings was Mrs. Bush who came in from 
time to time. At her very entrance things 
brightened up and visitors found their 
voices. 

Her clear tones were reassuring and 
her appearance and pefsonality entirely at 
variance with the scene. 

Red-haired and bobbed (shingled, to be 
exact), Mrs. Bush is an unusually pleasant 
and attractive woman, who appears to be 
in her early forties. Her eyes, luminous 
and amber-colored, would gain attention 
any place. On either hand she wears a 
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ring set with a huge canary diamond, the 
stones perhaps three-fourths of an inch 
long and three-eighths wide. They came 
from Russia and match a smaller set in a 
breastpin. They also match her eyes, but 
she denies that she likes them for that rea: 
son. When interviewed, she wore a brown 
hat and a coat of brown fur, mink. 

“I really can't give you any explana- 
tion of all this,” she said, nodding at her 
works. “I just stand before the easel with 
my brush and paints and, as soon as I lift 
the brush to the canvas, it begins to move. 
I-just let it move and the first thing you 
know, I've got a picture. 

“There has been a lot of talk about me 
going into trances and putting myself under 
the control of some spirit, but that's: non- 
sense. Why, I can talk or think or do 
anything I want while I'm painting. I'm 
not under any control. The spiritualists 
tell me that I'm a medium without knowing 
it and ask me to join with them in their 
services, but I think it's heinous—spiritual- 
ism,.I mean. I don't believe in any such 
thing I'm a good Presbyterian and I be- 


lieve in another life, bute I don't believe 


people come back to earth. And I haven't 
any superstitions. Don't believe in black 
cats or anything like that. 

“The explanations people come in here 
with are amazing.

“Do you know, I think it is the same 
thing as a hunch.

“Or maybe it’s inspiration. 1 believe 
in inspiration.

Harry Houdini used to be a 
friend of ours and discussed that a lot. 
He didn't believe in it either; at least, he 
said he never saw a ‘spirit’ manifestation 
that he couldn't duplicate himself, with 
natural means. Harry believed in an after 
life, tos. He used to say that it was too 
tragic to think that this life was all. And 
when he died he had his mother's letters 
put in the coffin.” 

Four or five years ago Mrs. Bush was 
known as “The Angel of the Bowery.” 
Taking her stand on this bleak thoroughfare 
she handed out clothing, food, meal tickets, 
spectacles and other necessaries to the 
down-and-out. She gave it up when her 
husband convinced her that her money 
would go farther if dispensed through the 
regular agencies of relief. It was sug: 
gested that this contact with the gloomy 
and seamy side of life might have sub- 
consciously affected her art, but she said 
that the experience had been a pleasant 
one. Nor would she listen to the theory 
that brooding over her mother could work 
such macabre effects as hung all around 
her. 

“Te seems that everyone that looks at 
the pictures thas some theory,’ she said, 
laughing in the weird room. “They're all 
absurd. The pictures, most, I mean, really 
haven't any meaning at all. Some are 
fairly plain, though. ‘Peace, for instance. 


I can see the meaning oi 
that, all right. The face in 
the water is that of a dead 
girl who has found peace.” 
She was looking at a can- 
vas on which a girl's uplifted 

face, white as the belly of a 
deceased mackerel and eyes 
closed, rested on black water 
Small white flowers floated 
nearby. The sky was a 
ghostly gray. 

“You see?’’ said the 
artist. “She's dead and she’s 
at peace. You can't miss it.” 

The interviewer objected 
that hovering over the face 
was a most unusual black 
bird, with long curved beak, 
curved crest, curved tail 
feathers and an intense ex- 
pression in the eye. That 
eye was leveled at the girl's 
face. What was the bird 
doing there and what did 
he stand for? 

* “I'll never tell you, said 
Mrs. Bush, “I've never fig- 
ured that out myself. He 
just came and I let him stay. 
Over there is another one 
that anyone can understand,” 
she went on, indicating one 
titled “Reflection.” It pic- 
tured a person, who might be 
sither male or female, look- 
ing at a beautiful butterfly 
that rested on the hand. The 
face had the appearance of 
having been embalmed and 
the trees overhead had an 
unreal look. Plainly, though, 

the person was in a contemplative mood 
and attitude. 

“That's just someone reflecting,” ex- 
plained Mrs. Bush. “People comment about 
the white look of the face and I don't 
know why it should be that way. I was 
perfectly happy in painting it. Now, in 
several of these others you will notice a 
common note, that of dead people arriving 
at a temple or castle on a boat.” 


HE outstanding one of this type 
showed a tiny, rocky island, in a black 
sea. Dominating the island was a rock castle 
and all about, on battlements and rock 
ledges, stood queer, black birds with white 
lronts, a cross between penguins and ravens 
Approaching this spooky shore was a 
boat, or raft, laden with human skulls, and 
about the boat hovered white birds that 
looked like gulls. Mrs. Bush said that, 
as far as she could see, it meant nothing 
except that people who died were arriving 
at a rock castle. 

She was surprised when it was pointed 
out that several of her paintings had some- 
thing else in common—each bore the figure 
of a bird of curved design, poised, with 
long bill, and apparently about to descend 
on something. She couldn't fathom this, 
either. Really wasn't concerned or both- 
ered. 

Most intelligible of these arresting pic- 
tures was “Spirit of the Storm.” Even an 
unimaginative person could conceive of the 
the large, billowy bird, nose-diving from 
the forbidding heights of a black mountain, 
as carrying with it the beauty and de- 
struction of an atmospheric upheaval. But

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ROBABLY none of 
President Roose- 
velt’s cabinet ap- 
pointments excites 
curiosity and spec- 
ulation more than 
his naming Miss 
Frances Perkins as 
Secretary of Labor, 
thereby conferring 
upon her the honor of being the first 
woman to hold a cabinet post in this 
country. It is an honor doubly signif- 
icant at this time when the country is 
in the grip of its severest unemploy- 
ment crisis, when industry and labor 
are both confused and desperate, and 
when, therefore, the responsibilities 
that fall on a Secretary of Labor have 
never been greater. “ 
That only a woman of proven abil- 
ity would warrant such a departure 


from precedent at this time is obvious, ~ 


yet in spite of a distinguished record 
of achievement and more than twenty 
years’ intimate association with labor 
problems, the fact remains that to the 
country at large Miss Perkins is ‘com- 
paratively unknown—a fact, inciden- 
tally, which immediately offers a key 
to her character, for she has never 
sought to publicize her personality, 
and though she has for years been do- 
ing a man’s work in what is still es- 
sentially a man’s world, and doing it 
well, her interest has always been in 
the work itself, and not in the person- 
al glory it might bring her. That is 
why, without attracting wide personal 
attention, she has been able to com- 
pile a record of solid aecomplishment 
that has won her the respect, admira- 
tion and confidence of persons who 
have come in contact with her work. 
And that is why, if ability and past 
achievements are to be the criteria, 
it can truthfully be said of her that 
no other member of the cabinet has 
a better right to be there, even though 
her name is a new one in the na- 
tion’s headlines. 


ESCENDED from an old New 
[ ) ensienc family whose ancestry 

includes James Otis of Revolu- 
tionary War fame, Frances Perkins was 
born in Boston, April 10, 1882. Her 
father was a successful lawyer, and 
the family lived in comfortable, though 
not wealthy circumstances. She was 
graduated from Mount Holyoke Col- 
lege in 1902, and immediately entered 
on what she thought would be a ¢ca- 
reer as a teacher. 

She became a member of the faculty 
of Lake Forest University, just out- 
side Chicago, and while there met 
Jane Addams and began to take an ac- 
tive part in the welfare work being 
done at Hull House in Chicago. She 
gave up her teaching and spent six 
months at Hull House, helping case 
workers, conducting educational clubs 
‘and uccompanying -nurses on visits 
‘back of the yards,’ thus coming in 
intimate contact with some of the 
problems created by an industrial civ- 
ilization. } 

‘““‘My generation had a passion for 
social righteousness in those days,’’ 
says Miss Perkins. This passion for 
bettering the lot of the working masses 
was cOmmunicated to 
her by what she saw 
at Hull House and by 
reading such books as 
Jacob Riis’ ‘‘How the 
Other Half Lives’’ and 
Lincoln Steffens’ 
“Shame of the Cities." 

These experiences 
moved her deeply, but 
she recognized _ that 
improvement was to 
come not through mere sentimental 
relief work, but by attackine funda- 
mentals, so to improve her knowledge 
of the basic problems of sociology and 
economics, she went back to school, 
finally obtaining a Master’s degree 
from Columbia University in 1910. 

When she announced her intention 
of giving up the comparatively digni- 
fied security of teaching to devote 
herself to welfare work, her parents 
objected. But in spite of having her 
allowance discontinued, she returned 
to New York, and on more than one 
occasion was compelled to pawn her 
watch in order to subsist. 

It was while still studying for her 
degree at Columbia that she had an 
amusing experience that was to teach 
her a valuable lesson. She formed 
one of a group of young idealists— 
budding authors, art students, welfare 
workers—who lived in Greenwich 
Village and were consumed with a 
yearning to improve the world. None 
of them had much money, and their 
pleasures, other than enthusiastic 
talking, consisted of such simple ex- 
travagances as occasional boat rides 
or picnics to nearby beaches.

Sunday, with Sinclair Lewis as her 
escort, she noticed a young girl quiet- 
ly sitting alone on the boat.

Thereupon Miss Perkins and the fu- 
ture creator of “Babbitt’’ and “Ann 
Vickers” began to remonstrate with 
the young man, but their gratuitous 
meddling brought them scant satis- 
faction, for it was soon revealed that 
the couple were married? and the 
young crusaders retreated in confu- 
sion. 


Oy and then I learned 
my lesson,’ says Miss Per- 
kins, smiling over the ex- 
perience, “Never attack a situa- 
tion without first being sure of the 
ground.,’’ 

Miss Perkins’ first opportunity 
Came when she was made Secretary 
of the Consumers' League of New 
York in 1910. The League was spon- 
soring a bill before the Legislature at 
Albany for a 54-hour week for wom- 
en, and it became Miss Perkins’ job 
to marshal forces to aid its passage. 
For almost three years she lobbyed 
in Albany, acquiring a knowledge of 
practical politics that ended not only 
in the passage of the bill, but in 
awakening in her a full consciousness 
of the practical realities involved in 
affecting industria] reform.

It is no small compliment to her 
tact and ability that she was able to 
win for her strongest ally “Big Tim” 
Sullivan, Tammany's ‘King of the 
Bowery,’ a rough, swashbuckling 
politician who worked in complete ac- 
cord with the young gentlewoman. 

“You're all right,’’ Sullivan said to 
her one day admiringly. ‘“‘You can 
tell when a inan is telling a lie, and 
you never show it.’’ 

The day* the bill came up in the 
senate, Sullivan left to catch the New 
York boat, having first made certain 
that enough votes had been promised 
to insure the bill's passage. But as 
s00n as Sullivan was out of sight, 
some of the boys changed their 
minds, and it became necessary to 
Stage a filibuster on the floor of the 
Senate to delay voting until Sullivan 
could get back. The State Senator who 
did the filibustering for Miss Perkins 
was none other than Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, then but recently started 
on his political career. Miss Perkins 
hauled Sullivan off his boat before it 
sailed, and thanks to Roosevelt’s fil- 
ibuster, re-inforcements arrived in 
time to pass this important piece of 
progressive legislation. 

One day, while Miss Perkins was a 
guest at a teu on Washington Square, 
where she wag telling about her work 
before the Legislature, the conversa- 
tion was interrupted by the clamor 
of fire engines, and word was brought 
of a great fire just around the corner. 
Miss Perkins went out and witnessed 
the burning of the Triangle Waist 
Factory, in which 148 factory girls 
lost their lives. Scores of the girls 
were smothered or trampled to death 
hecause fire exits inside the factory 


were either locked or otherwise use- 
less. With her own eyes she saw doz- 
ens of girls déspairingly plunge to 
death from the ninth floor windows. 

At a mass meeting of citizens 
aroused by the disaster, a Committee 
on Safety was organized. Frances 
Perkins was made its executive sec- 
retary. and also was made Director of 
the lIactoty Investigating Committee 
organized to make a complete survey 
of working conditions existing in fac- 
tories. eg 

At that time’young Al Smith was a 
member of the Legislature, and 
he was appointed to a State commis- 
sion to investigate and devise methods 
for better protection for workers. 


HEY met, and Al Smith devel- 

oped great admiration for Miss 
Perkins’ combination of a zeal to 
improve laboring conditions with an 
intelligent grasp of the. realities in- 
volved. So highly did he regard her 
that when he became Governor in 1919, 
he appointed her a member of the New 
York State Industrial Commission, 
and four years later she was selected 


48 a member of the Induatrial Board, 


becoming chairman two years later. 
In January, 1929, when Governor 
Roosevelt took office, he appointed 
ier Industrial” Commissioner, in 
charge of the State Department of 
labor. It was the first time this of- 
lice had ever been held by a woman, 
and it is this position that she re- 
linquishes to accept her place in Mr. 
Roosevelt's Cabinet.

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Our supplies consisted of fresh fruits, 
potatoes, onions, rice, glass jars of 
canned meats and plenty of class‘jars 
of apple butter, which the natives re- 
gard as a great delicacy. We took 
along enough for a month’s stay, plan- 
ning to get additional fresh meat and 
fowl by killing small gazelles and such 
birds as the lesser bustard and wild 
turkey. 


- | 
‘Since we were bound for a water- 


less country, we took along 150 gal- 
lons of water to last through our stay. 
Then we purchased gasoline—at 75 
cents a gallon, mind you—for our two 
trucks and one touring car. Both my 
companion and I wore overalls, khaki 
shirts, broad-brimmed hats and stout 
walking shoes. We also carried plenty 
of cold cream and lipstick. We spread 
the cream very liberally over our faces, 
so that the sun would not dry out our 
skin, and applied the lipstick thickly 
so our lips would not crack. 

‘Finally, our preparations were com- 
pleted. Our trucks and touring car 
were loaded and our party of 18 was 
ready to start inland for the lion coun- 
try. I obtained a fortnight’s hunting 
license and we were off!” 


hunters traveled on to _ their 
base camp, 400 miles away. 4

trucks broke down and 
were forced to spend the entire 
night in the tsetse-fly belt. They 
were in the lion country, and while it 
was too dark to shoot, they could hear 
the beasts prowling around in the 
darkness.

There 
was no opening, and they. took turns 
catching snatches of sleep as best they 
could. Finally came dawn.

“The first night in camp was a 
memorable one for me. A lion and a 
lioness stumbled against the ropes of 
my tent, and I couldn't do a thing 
about it. My gun was on my cot, out 
of arm’s reach, and I dared not even 
move to get it for fear of giving them 
my ecent. Since there was only mos- 
quito netting over the entrance to the 
tent, I thought it more prudent to re- 
main perfectly still and trust that they 
would soon @9 away.

hours, but was actually 10 minutes, 
they tired of our camp and ran off into 
the forest. I breathed a sigh of re- 
lief, reached for my gun, and went to 
sleep with it right beside me. 

“Il want to say that, popular con- 
ception to the contrary, I have had to 
run after more animals than I have 
run from. In all my experience there 
have been but two exceptions to this: 
One was in Alaska, where | waa 
Charged by a moose I had wounded. 
and the other occurred on this trip 
when we were out shooting with the 


camera. We surprised a group of four 
lions, two males and two females. 


While we were photographing them’ 


the wind shifted and they got our 
scent. Immediately the males took to 
their heels, and we have a 175-foot 
pictorial record of their flight. The 
ladies, however could see no reason 
why they should move for us. In fact, 
they were quite ready to give us & bat- 
tle for the little glen. They crouched, 
ready to spring at us, and although we 
were close enough to be certain of 
bringing them down, we held our fire, 


for we never shoot indiscriminately. 
We hept cranking the camera as long 
as we thought it was safe, then stepped 
on the gas and ‘eft the jungle queens 
undisputed possessors of the clear- 
ing.”’ 

The party planned to stay away a 
month, spending half their time in 
hunting and half in taking still and 
motion pictures of the plant and ani- 
mal life. Thus, every day had to be 
made to count. Mrs. Clark had set her 
heart on getting a black-maned lion 
and she wanted to bring it down with 
bow and arrow. When the guide heard 
this he was so shocked that he threat- 
ened to quit the expedition if she per- 
sisted in this attempt. He pointed 
out that a lion may be stalked out and 
shot from the side with a gun, but to 
use a bow and arrow it was necessary 
to face the animal to make sure the 
shaft would strike a vital spot. This, 
he declared, was far too dangerous, 
and he refused to consent to the un- 
dertaking. Rather than demoralize 
the party, Mrs. Clark abandoned this 
part of her plan. 


66 NE afternoon, after three 
(ee of steadily stalking 
lions. I made my _ record 
kill. Until then we had sighted 
and passed up §8 lions because they 
were mangy, unattractive specimens. 
“We had been in the field since 6 
o'clock that morning. At breakfast ] 
turned to my guide and told him I 
had a premonition. ‘This is going to 
be the day of days,’ I said. ‘I feel it.’ 
He laughed and said he hoped my in- 
tuition was right. 

“All that morning we were out stalk- 
ing. Noontime passed. We were s0 
tired and discouraged I was ready to 
admit there probably were no more 
black-maned lions left in the eountry 
and prepared to return to Camp. About 
9:30 in the afternoon, just when we 
had determined to ‘call it a day, we 
came upon a group of gazelles. 

“‘Let’s follow them,’ I told the 
guide. .‘Perhaps they may lead, us to 
a lion.’ 

“We scouted around In our ear, cut- 
ting across a hill to the rear of the 
gazelles. I took out my field glasses, 
and, away off in the distance, | saw 
what certainly looked like two im- 
mense flat rocks. I thought they were 
rhinos, and I was in no mood for them. 
Disappointed, I was about to return fo 
camp, but my guide said: ‘Remember 
your huneh this morning? Let's give 
them a look-over, since we are 80 near.’ 

“T agreed, and we set out to see. We 
drew closer, until we were only 300 
yards from the ‘rocks.’ Then we both 
looked through our glasses. 

“ ‘Lions! >» Black-maned lions!’ we 
exclaimed together. Then again be- 
gan the business of stalking. We had

tu move quietly through the grass and 
underbrush, on the side where the 
wind would not carry our scent to the 
lions. Closer and closer I crept. Fear- 
ing that I was getting too near, my 
guide kept saying: ‘No closer, Mrs. 
Clark. Don’t get any closer! Don't 
try for both lions; just shoot one. No- 
body ever tries to shoot two lions at 
the same time. For heaven's sake, 
Mrs. Clark, don't! It's bad enough as 
it is, with only two people, to get 
one lion!’ 

“Tl was so excited, however, | scarce- 
ly heard him. On TI came, all the while 
maneuvering to get in back of them. 
I kept stalking until I got within 8 
yards of them. Then I stopped, raised 
my gun, and aimed at a point about 
four inches below the mane of the 
nearest lion, hoping to break his neck. 
1 knew it had to be a bull’s-eye, for 
with such short distance between us, | 
could not risk merely wounding him, 
I fired! Simultaneously with the re- 
port of my gun came an ear-splitting 
roar as the lion fell. I reloaded, count- 
ed 10 to see if he would rise, and 
when he did not, made the same kind 
of shot the second time. Down went 
the other lion. : 


gan to congratulate me and 

shake hands with me, but I 
felt it better to delay congratula- 
tions until I was sure both ani- 
mals were dead. We drew nearer. 
There was a terrific din, for both lions 
were on their sides and, although dis- 
abled, they growled and snapped their 
teeth in a vicious manner. Then, in 
the exact same order that I had aimed 
the first shots, I fired the final two. 
Immediately they were silent--stilled 
forever!’ 

At this point Mrs. Clark broke down 
and wept bitterly, she relates. All 
feeling of exultation, all sense of tri 
umph, suddenly left her. The sight 
of those magnificent animals, so 
strangely silent at her feet, brought 
home to her the tragic side of hunt- 
ing. She had ended the careers of two 
native kings of the jungle. 

Little time, however, could be spent 

in weeping. There was work to be 
done. The natives skinned the ani- 
mals, and then Mrs. Clark treated the 
pelts with preservatives, so that they 
would be in good condition for mount- 
ing. Much to their surprise, the hunt- 
ers found that, with this kill, they had 
established severai records. First? no 
other hunter had ever seen, let alone 
bagged, two of the greatly prized 
black-maned lions together. A male 
nearly always travels with a female, or 
a female with her cub. Never before 
had two males been downed in com- 
pany with each other. The other rec- 
ord was that of time. The companion, 
who had remained in the car all the 
while, figured the elapsed time, from 
first shet to last, to be exactly two 
minutes. Hunting annals show this to 
be an altogether unusual feat. 
'**Refore our permit expired, i! 
brought down another lion and a 
rhinoceros. Several days before we 
were due to break camp, a runner sent 
out by my husband arrived and ad- 
vised me that the expedition was wait- 
ing for me in the great crater~ of 
N’goro-N’goro, a two days’ trip away. 
Thus, instead of returning to Nairobi, 
we headed for this famous extinct vol- 
cano, in the Tanganyika territory, the 
home of vast herds of game.”’ 

Last year Mrs. Clark made her first 
trip to Alaska. “One of the most. 
thrilling experiences I ever had’ in my 
life was that of going after a moose 
and then being chased by him. To get 
to the land of moose, we—my husband 
and I~--went from New York to Mon- 
treal by motor, and then on to Van- 
couver by train. From there we took 
a steamer up the Inland Passage to

In 1872 the portrait was shown in 
the Royal Academy exhibition in Lon- 
don. It nad been rejected at first, but 
finally was accepted through the ef- 
forta of Sir Williain Boxall, one of the 
few members of the academy who 
championed Whistler. It was the last

Gaucher bought them a twin car- 
riage and every afternoon he wheeled 
them uptown——sometimes over to the 
ball park where he could watch the 
sport he liked best.

The critics were savage in their ap- 
praisals of the painting. One said it 
was “stiff and ugly,’ another that it 
ignored ‘all accepted canons of good 
drawing, zood color and good paint- 
ing.’ A third suggested that the artist 
either had painted the thing as a joke 
on the public or had something wrong 
with his eyes. Some said it wasn't even 
a picture. 


HE “Mother” didn't fare a great 
deal better when it was shown In 
America. It was exhibited in 
1881 at the Pennsylvania Academy of 
Fine Arte, Philadelphia, and in 1882 
at an exhibition of the Society of 
American Artists in New York. While 
it didn't receive the severe condemna- 
tion that marked its original showing, 
no one admired it enough to buy it. 
So the portrait left America. I[n 
1883 it was exhibited at the French 
Salon and was awarded a third-class 
medal. In 1891 the French Govern- 
ment bought it. for 160 pounds and 
placed it in the Luxembourg Museum. 
It was not until 23 years after Whist- 
ler’'s death in 1903 that this famous 
picture of his attained the distinction 
of being placed in the Louvre. 

In sending the “Mother” to America 
fur the present tour--a manifestation 
of international good will-—the Louvre 
broke its rule against lending pictures 
ubroad. The painting was exhibited at 
the Museum of Modern Art in New 
York and the California Palace of the 
Legion of Honor, Saa Francisco, be- 
fore coming to St. Louis. After the 
showing here is ended it will go to the 
Gallery of Fine Arts, Columbus, ‘'hio, 
for two weeks. and then be shown at 
the world’s fair in Chicago.

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EARLY RENAISSANCE GALLERY 


Fourteenth to Sixteenth Century Paintings. 


HE early, Renaissance room is the eleventh in a series of exhibits being 
featured weekly at the City Art Museum in Forest Purk. Each display in 
this “Gallery of the Week” presentation twill be reproduced in the Post- 
Dispatch Sunday Magazine. with an accompanyiny description of the ez- 
hibit by museum authorities. 


Assembled in a walnut sheathed gallery of intimate proportions is one of the 
Museum's most significant collections of paintings. Although scarcely as re- 
vealing as the broad frescoed walls of churches, guilds and communal! palaces 


where the great masters painted themes from biblical history and the universal 
concepts of life in their time, so imbued with the early renaissance spirit are 
these emall panel paintings of simple religious subjects that one may follow 
the general development of thought and expression from the fourteenth through 
the fifteenth century in Italy, and then see something of the relation they bear 


to the sixteenth @eentury painting of Flanders, France and Germany. 
The stiff formality of Byzantine art, althougn suitable to the expression of 
rigid medieval dogma, no longer seemed adequate to embody the humanized 


and emotionalized belief which had been inaugurated by St. Francis of Assisi 
in the 13th century. A new form of art was evolved in which physical beauty. 
at first used to convey the deepest Christian truths, through a gradual shifting 
of emphasis, became an end in itself. In the earliest of our paintings, a 14th 
century triptych by Giovanni da Milano, the older manner has been visibly 
tempened by this new spirit. Inspired by @ natural human relationship, the 


Madonna turns, though ever so awkwardly, to the Child, who in turn responds 
with outstretched hand. In the work by Spinello Aretino, sanctity of spirit is 
tnade more convincing by an increased vitality, and given worthy enrichment 
by realistic details such as the throne A note of joyous piety is found in the 


garlands of flowers, the goldew curls and dainty gestures of the music-making 
angels of the Umbrian Boccatis, while later in the 15th century Bariolommeo 
Vivarini paints a quite plastic Madonna and Child in which the solemnity of 
Heavenly aspiration is nearly forgutten in the human admiration of sweet senti- 
ment and richly glowing color of marble and brocade.
